REPORT OF THE ARENA DEPARTMENT 
1994-1995 


Fiscal year 1995 marked the fourth year of the Rochester Arena 
operating successfully as a self supporting Enterprise Fund of the City. The 
arena had a exceptional year in ice sales which was largely due to the sale of 
practice time sold to the University of New Hampshire men’s and women’s 
hockey teams. Between the two teams a total of $22,500.00 worth of ice was 
purchased. This ice time was typically “dead ice” because of the time of the 
day and was never sold before. Revenues from ice sales, skate sharpening, 
public skating, video games, soda sales, accessory sales, and special event 
programs totaled $291,000.00 for the year. This represented an increase of 
$24,000.00 over FY94. Expenditures came in at $237,000.00 and at years 
end a total of $54,000.00 was added to the Arena Department retained 
earnings fund which is maintained for the purpose of future improvements, 
Capital equipment purchases, or emergency situations. 


Some improvements were made to the Rochester Arena in FY95 to 
keep the facility as attractive, functional, and user friendly as possible. Some 
of the improvements included: 


* Finish work on the Director’s office and conference room. 
Ceilings were installed and carpet was put down. Also, a 
conference table was made for the use of meetings for 
hockey groups, booster clubs, and other arena business. 

* Purchase of a new Zamboni 552 electric ice resurface. This 
electric model has rechargeable batteries and does not give 
off any air pollution as the old propane model did. 

* Purchase of a new Teledyne hot water heater which 
replaced old inefficient model. 

* Had electric compressor motor removed and rebuilt. 
Installed using optics to align it properly and make it run 
more efficiently. 

* Built enclosures on player’s benches and added doors at the 
ends to prevent anyone from being struck by an errant 
hockey puck. 


By far, the most noticeable improvement to the arena was the 
acquisition of the electric powered Zamboni. This issue of indoor air quality 
especially in ice arenas is becoming a big concern. The Zamboni 552 
produces no air pollutants since it operates on rechargeable batteries and is 
capable of making 12 to 13 sheets of ice before recharging is needed. 
Generally it takes 5 to 6 hours to fully recharge the batteries which is done 
every night. The machine is painted in red, white, and black colors to match 
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the colors of the arena and is a very attractive piece of equipment. The 
purchase of the Zamboni was done through the retained earnings account to 
avoid finance charges on the $70,000.00 cost of the machine. The addition is 
a welcomed one and should keep everyone breathing a little easier for the next 
20 years. 


Overall, FY95 was a banner year for the Arena Department.

It should be noted that the above listing of cases does not include various 
bankruptcy proceedings pending in various U.S. District Courts across the United 
States in which the City of Rochester has filed proofs of claim and/or other 
pleadings with regard to the City’s various interests in such bankruptcy estates. 


Another project that was completed this year was the review and 
recodification of the General Ordinances of the City of Rochester. This review 
and recodification was conducted in an effort to update statutory and other legal 
references in our Ordinances to reflect state statutory changes occurring since the 
last comprehensive recodification of our ordinances, which was accomplished in 
September 1981, as well as to incorporate in our Ordinances changes necessitated 
by the adoption of Rochester’s new City Charter, which became effective in 
January, 1990. Prior to adopting the revised and remodified General Ordinances, 
the Rochester City Council conducted a detailed review and analysis of the 
project’s proposed end-product before voting to adopt the remodified Ordinances 
on June 5, 1995. This review contributed greatly to the ultimate success of the 
project. 1 


I should take this opportunity to point out to you and the City the efforts of 
Jerome H. Grossman, Daniel J. Harkinson and Arthur W. Hoover, all local 
attorneys, who volunteered their time to work on the ordinance recodification 
effort. Without their assistance the successful completion of this project would not 
have been possible. They deserve our thanks and appreciation. 


The office of the City Attorney also provided representation to the City in 
numerous matters before the New Hampshire courts with respect to cases in 
which the City was a party, as well as before various administrative agencies 
when necessary. In addition, the City Attorney attended Council meetings, as well 
as meetings of Council committees and other City boards and commissions upon 
request. Legal opinions and advice were provided to the City Manager, Mayor, 
City Council, Department Heads and Chairmen of various boards and 
commissions of the City upon request. Legal instruments, including deeds, leases, 
contracts, ordinances, and amendments to ordinances and other similar documents 
were drafted and reviewed as required during the year and representation of the 
City was provided with regard to the acquisition and disposition of real estate.

During CALENDAR YEAR 1994, the City Clerk’s Office performed 
the following functions (which must be processed on a calendar year basis, 
rather than on fiscal year basis): 


Processed the following Vital Statistics Record: 491 Births; 285 Deaths; 
and 244 Marriages; also process birth record amendments, including adoptions, 
legitimacies, affidavits of paternity, legal changes of name, and court ordered 
paternity decrees; participated in the Bureau of Vital Records’ computerized 
death, birth and marriage registration programs; recorded pre-marital age and 
time waivers; processed vital record corrections/amendment forms; issued 
delayed certificates of birth; issued burial permits under authorization of the 
Board of Health and the Health Officer, filed burial permits for all Rochester 
interments; filed and indexed informational copies of births, marriages, and 
deaths which pertained to Rochester residents but which occurred in other New 
Hampshire communities; provided information copies of vital record 
occurrences to other cities/towns whenever persons named in those records 
were residents of other New Hampshire communities; processed all in-person 
and mail requests for certified copies of vital records (with all certified copies 
being issued on prenumbered security paper); assisted customers with 
genealogical research; and, attended meetings relative to record regulations and 
statutes; 


Issued 1,702 dog licenses and 16 Kennel/Group Licenses, the latter in 
conjunction with the Animal Control Officer; prepared and distributed copies 
of the Ordinance governing removal of dog excrement with each license 
issued; provided dog licensing service at the annual Rabies Clinic held at the 
Rochester fairgrounds in April; published all dog licensing reminders and 
rabies clinic notices; 


Recorded and processed Uniform Commercial Code Financing 
Statements, as well as related termination, continuation, amendment, 
assignment and search statements. 


During FISCAL YEAR 1994-95, the City Clerk’s Office performed 
the following functions:

Published notice of all City Council, School Board, Police Commission 
and Election Office vacancies and accepted applications relative thereto; 


Received and posted all notices of vacancies on various municipal 
boards and commissions, supplying the City Council with copies of all 
applications pertaining thereto; 


Complied updated pages for the General Ordinances of the City 
whenever new Ordinances were adopted or whenever existing Ordinances 
were amended by the City Council; provided these updated pages to 
individuals, including all City Department Heads, elected officials, board and 
commission chairmen, as well as paid subscribers; 


Maintained an updated listing of elected/appointed officials, including 
membership rosters for all municipal boards and commissions, and 
distributed/filed all related Oaths of Office;

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REPORT OF CITY FINANCES 
1994-1995 


The Auditor’s Report of the City’s Finances, excerpts of which are 
included herein, reveals the results of our continuing efforts to return the City 
to economic good health and stability. 


While the General Fund Balance - the net result of the City’s operations 
- is in deficit ($1.2 million) as of the end of fiscal year 1995, that deficit has 
been reduced considerably since fiscal year 1991 when it stood at $6.3 
million. Management is confident that the City’s General Fund will be in a 
surplus condition by fiscal year end 1997. This past year’s General Fund 
results, considering expenditures and revenues, netted an operating surplus in 
excess of $1 million. The other factors affecting fund balance, summer 
teacher pay liability, prior year unpaid property taxes and Enterprise Funds 
deficit, also showed significant positive improvement in terms of affecting the 
fund balance. The upshot of this improvement has been that the City no 
longer uses prepaid taxes received in June and Capital Project bond proceeds 
to fund the previous fiscal year’s operations. 


The multi-year Financial Plan, developed last year with the assistance 
of the City’s auditors and adopted by the City Council, continues to be a 
valuable tool in assisting and guiding management in dealing with various 
issues which have economic impact on the citizens as they relate to future tax 
and water/sewer rates. 


The City’s debt burden, another critical area of concern in the past, has 
been addressed and, while the infrastructure needs of the city continue to be 
met, we have managed to reduce our debt burden (net of state aid) from $98 
million in fiscal year 1991 to a current $65 million. The City’s Capital 
Improvement program, annually submitted to Council contains a financial 
analysis of present and future capital needs and its affect on this important 
area.

We have audited the accompanying general purpose finaricial statements of the 
City of Rochester, New Hampshire, as of June 30, 1995, and for the year then 
ended. These general purpose financial statements are the responsibility of the 
City's management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on these general 
purpose financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing 
standards. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain 
reasonable assurance about whether the general purpose financial statements 
are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, 
evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the general purpose 
financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles 
used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the 
overall general purpose financial statement presentation. We believe that our 
audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 


The financial statements referred to above do not include the General Fixed Asset 
Group of Accounts, as required by generally accepted accounting principles. 


The City has not accumulated the total dollar amount of vacation and sick leave 
earned but not used by its employees. Generally accepted accounting principles 
require that such amounts, if material, be recorded as a liability in the 
accompanying financial statements. 


In Our opinion, except for the effects of the items referred to in the third and 
fourth paragraphs, the general purpose financial staternents referred to above 
present fairly, in all material respects, the financial position of the City of 
Rochester, New Hampshire, as of June 30, 1995 and the results of its 
operations, and cash flows of its proprietary and similar trust fund types for the 
year then ended in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles.

REPORT OF THE CODE ENFORCEMENT 
DEPARTMENT 
1994-1995 


The Code Enforcement Department has been very active during this 12 
month period. As the population of Rochester continues to grow so does the 
responsibility of the department to enforce the rules and regulations of the 
City of Rochester. This office remains dedicated to this responsibility and will 
continue its program of positive code enforcement as a means of ensuring the 
health and safety of the citizens of Rochester. 


The total revenue collected by the Code Enforcement Department was 
$ 151,146.90 and is categorized as follows:

BUILDING INSPECTION 
Major duties of the department include the administration of the BOCA 
National Building Code, the review and issuance of building permits, and the 
inspection of construction sites to ensure their conformance with the Zoning 
Ordinance, Planning Board approvals, and the Building and Life Safety 
Codes. A total of 1,812 permits were issued with an estimated building cost of 
$27,834,143. 


HEALTH 
The major health related duties of the department continue to be the 
licensing and inspection of the City’s food service establishment industry. We 
have worked closely with the owners and operators to ensure compliance with 
the N.H. rules for the sanitary production and distribution of food. During the 
year each food establishment was inspected a minimum of two times and as a 
whole Rochester’s food establishments are in excellent condition. 


The department also performed inspections of day care and foster home 
facilities, investigated housing code complaints and responded to various 


health related concerns of the citizens of Rochester. 


Mr. Robert Jensen who has joined our department as the Animal 
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Control Officer, has been very active. During this year he responded to a total 
of 527 animal related complaints and impounded 92 dogs. As part of our 
agreement with the Cocheco Valley Humane Society, 20 unclaimed dogs and 
cats were brought to the shelter for possible adoption. 


The Board of Health has met periodically throughout the year. They 
remain active in the City’s food service establishment licensing and inspection 
program and they have also advised the Health Officer and Animal Control 
officer regarding rabies control.

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Report of the Fire Department 
1994-1995 


I submit this Fire Report for the Fiscal Year of July 1, 1994 through 
June 30, 1995 for the Rochester Fire Department. 


I continue to be pleased and impressed with the quality of our fire 
fighting force and the positive progress they have made. We have been in a 
rebuilding and reorganization phase for several years and are now beginning 
to realize the positive results of our efforts. 


With the support of present and past City Councils, City Managers and 
the community as a whole, the Rochester Fire Department serves our 
community well. 


We place great emphasis on the City Master Plan process and continue 
to address three major areas for improvement in our fire protection plans, Fire 
Apparatus, Staffing and Fire Sub-stations. 


Our City has continued our commitment to a long range fire apparatus 
replacement program with the purchase of a new 1994 fire attack pumper and 
in June of 1995, committed 50% toward the purchase of another pumper for 
next years Capital Improvement Plan. Spreading the cost of Fire Trucks over 
a number of years and planning for replacement is the real key to this plan. 


In the area of full-time personnel, the City Council, in June of 1995 
budgeted for two additional firefighters to help alleviate the problems 
associated with overtime costs. Numerous meetings and a City Council 
Workshop dealt with issues related to staffing problems and our fire activity. 
Over the past years, our City Councils have made positive efforts in this area 
and I feel a gradual approach to this problem is again, the appropriate way to 
address staffing. 


The third major issue, that of sub-stations, is beginning to be 
discussed. The Gonic Sub-station has been removed from the FY ’96 Capital 
Improvements Plan in June of 1995, however, it remains in our City Master 
Plan. The fact remains that the Fire Department covers too large an area from 
only one station, an issue that negatively affects our response time in outlying 
areas. 


We are proud of our efforts toward increased training levels for all 
firefighters on both a daily and on a program basis. Most of our full-time 
personnel have attained the highest level of State training available and work 
on a continual basis to upgrade their skills. There has been an increase in the 
amount of in-house training in some of the technical areas of our operation 
and has resulted in a much improved and effective fireground operation. 
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Our Call Force personnel continue to exhibit great dedication to their 
role by active involvement and good attendance for calls. These firefighters 
are an important part of our structural fire suppression crews on a part-time 
basis and provide a good service to the City. 


Our Fire Prevention and Public Fire Education programs continue to 
be received very well by the public particularly with the public education 
programs for the City’s School children. Our efforts on fire prevention and 
fire code compliance across the City is “education” and “cooperation” based, 
generally enacted before “ordered compliance and enforcement.” 


By following this philosophy we find the business community and the 
public being more receptive and understanding towards complying with the 
law. 


Another area our department has placed great effort on is a proactive 
approach to fire attack planning. We have assigned our shifts to implementing 
a fire attack procedure for the Scenic Theatre, the entire downtown area and 
several businesses throughout the whole City based on site visits and 
walk-thru of the structures. Our crews also visit the sites of buildings under 
construction in the City at various stages of the project to determine layout, 
hazards, potential fire travel characteristics and other features of the 
structures. These efforts are not only of benefit to our operation and safety, 
but enables our personnel to better relate to the community they serve. 


In terms of emergency activity, we are pleased that we can report an 
overall decrease of 14% on our total departmental calls for emergency 
responses over last year. This reflects 1,315 total emergency calls in FY ’95 
vs. 1,528 calls in FY ’94 (or 217 less calls). However, the bad news shows a 
28% increase in our actual “fire activity”. There were 215 total fires in FY 
95 vs. 168 fires in FY ’94 (or 47 more fires). This increase continues a 
dramatic and disturbing upward trend in fire activity in Rochester. Our fire 
prevention programs and public education activities need to continue and we 
hope that our efforts will soon see a leveling off and a reduction in fires in our 
short and long term future. In the meanwhile we hope to maintain our efforts 
in all our major programs and initiatives to provide the best service possible 
to protect our citizens, firefighters and property. 


In summary, I would like to thank the various City Departments for 
their assistance over the past year, the employees of this Department who are 
directly responsible for the success of our organization, you, the City 
Manager, the Mayor and City Council and the citizens of Rochester which we 
serve.

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REPORT OF THE 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT DEPARTMENT 
1994 - 1995 


This past fiscal year was one of significant change for the Economic 
Development Department. The biggest change was the departure of George 
Bald, who had directed the department from its inception 10 years ago as part 
of the Planning Department right up to July 1994. George was instrumental in 
putting Rochester on the map as a City with a pro-business attitude, building 
the 10 Rod Road Industrial Park and attracting the many businesses that now 
reside there, including Cabletron, one of the City’s - and New Hampshire’s - 
biggest success stories. George is now the Redevelopment Director at the 
Pease International Trade Center, and while many were saddened at his 
leaving, we are happy he did not go too far. 


A new department director came on board in January 1995, and 
immediately set out to meet with the many manufacturers that call Rochester 
their home. 


The Economic Development Department also co-sponsored a highly 
successful Business Visitation Program with the Greater Rochester Chamber 
of Commerce, visiting almost 50% of the City’s retail stores. The purpose of 
this state-sponsored program is to dialogue with local businesses to identify - 
and correct - both local and state obstacles to business expansions. 


Another accomplishment was the significant increase in Community 
Development Block Grant set-aside for the City’s JOB loan program. This 
program now amounts to greater than $250,000 in available loan funds for 
assisting local business and industry expand and provide jobs to Rochester’s 
low and moderate income residents. 


A highlight of the fiscal year was the mid-December move of Salmon 
Falls Precision Fabricators from their facility on Route 125 to their 
custom-built manufacturing plant in the Granite State Business Park. This 
creative and innovative company closed down on Friday afternoon, and were 
up and running in their new plant on Monday morning! This kind of attitude 
and attention to detail speaks well of this company and of the City’s labor 
force. 


Another highlight was the groundbreaking for Prime Tanning Inc. of 
Berwick, Maine for their beautiful new 190,000 square foot corporate 
headquarters and finishing plant in the Business Park. Prime’s office 
personnel began moving into the facility in late spring, and the full plant was 
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open soon after the close of the fiscal year. Rochester is very proud to be 
chosen as home to this state-of the-art facility, and to the dedicated and loyal 
employees that work there. 


The accomplishments of the Economic Development Department are 
not those of any individual, but rather the combined efforts of a large team of 
people, including the Mayor, City Council, City Manager, the volunteer 
Economic Development Commission and Industrial Development Authority, 
the Greater Rochester Chamber of Commerce, and all the many City 
employees who work hard every day to make Rochester a better community 
and by so doing, make the community a more attractive City to work and live.

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INFORMATION SYSTEMS 
1994 - 1995 


Fiscal Year 1994-1995 was the first year for Information Systems 
working under the City Manager and not as a part of the Planning 
Department. 


PERSONAL COMPUTERS AND COMPUTER NETWORKS 


Inventory of all City owned personal computers, printers and other 
associated equipment led to the first multi-department computer service 
contract. Various departments computer hardware and software purchases 
were also combined to standardize equipment and achieve the best price. 


Most all departments had some specific use of Information Systems in 
FY95. Community Development purchased a specified computer and install 
provided programs under a directive from HUD to produce a Consolidated 
Plan. 


The Welfare Department had a database program written after 
analyzing their needs and common procedures. By having this program 
written by a local programmer, the program was easily customized. An 
employment opportunities computer program was also added for job 
searching. 


The Assessing Department installed a gateway between the PC network 
and the System 36 for the ability to make changes more easily. The public was 
also given access to records by having copies on a computer located on the 
counter at the Assessing Department. 


Two departments new to networking came on-line in FY95, Public 
Works and Police. Public Works purchased equipment necessary to have their 
own Local Area Network (LAN) and to connect to the City Hall LAN 
forming a Wide Area Network (WAN). The Police Department connected 
directly to the existing City Hall LAN. This increased the total network users 
base to 70. The pilot project for networking had 26 original users set up in 
rY92. 


In FY95 there was expansion of storage space and memory on the City 
Hall fileserver. In conjunction with this was a new tape backup system and an 
upgrade of the Novell operating system. 
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MAPPING AND GEOGRAPHIC INFORMATION SYSTEMS 


The responsibility of updating and publishing electronic tax and 
topographic maps belonged to Information Systems during FY95. A formal 
procedure was started which will pass mapping responsibilities to the 
departments involved with specific changes. The City started FY95 with 
AutoCAD release 11 as the drafting and mapping program but upgraded to 
release 12 for Windows in the GIS contract during the year. 


The electronic tax and topographic maps were also used for both public 
and private projects. The money generated from private projects paid for all 
the materials necessary for publication and duplication of new tax maps after 
the April Ist deadline. 


One of the City projects was the mapping and planning for the space 
within the Community Center. An overall site plan was generated from 
existing maps and floor plans were created in AutoCAD using the original 
architectural plans for the building. 


The high accuracy of the electronic maps also allowed for some street 
numbering problem areas to be corrected in-house. The maps will continue to 
be used as a base for the street numbering corrections needed to go with the 
E911 program. 


A contract for computer equipment, programs, services and training to 
establish a Geographic Information System in Rochester was signed with 
Cartographic Associates, Inc. during FY95. The highly accurate electronic 
maps were the base for the geographic depiction part of the GIS and the 
computerized assessing information the basis of a parcel reference database.

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REPORT OF 
THE ROCHESTER PUBLIC LIBRARY 
1994/1995 


The majority of FY 1994/1995 has been spent preparing for the 
construction of a library addition. With the City Council’s approval of the 
Library’s 1994/95 Capital Budget request, work on the final plans began. The 
Library Board of Trustees and the Library Director met weekly with the 
architect, Dennis Mires, to develop plans for a facility which would satisfy the 
growing needs of the community into the future. The project includes 
doubling the size of the library by adding a three story addition, providing 
improved access with an elevator and ramping, increasing the size and number 
of the meeting rooms, and renovating and historically restoring the existing 
Carnegie Building. In March of 1995 the project went out to bid. In April the 
contract was awarded to R.C. Foss & Son, Inc. Construction began in May 
and is expected to be completed early in 1996. 


The Friends of the Rochester Public Library, Inc. hired a fund raiser in 
August of 1994 to do a feasibility study on whether a fund drive could 
successfully raise the money required to furnish and equip the new library 
facility. Based on the results of the study the organization voted to initiate a 
fund drive to raise $500,000. Work began in early 1995 to find a chairperson 
and put together a steering committee. 


While most library services remained available throughout the year, 
late in the year staff and collections were moved into meeting rooms in order 
to clear basement areas. Programming continued for children, but adult 
programming ended in March of 1995 for the duration of the project. 
Collections and furniture have had to be evaluated, inventoried and in many 
cases stored. 


Fiscal Year 1994/1995 was the beginning of major change at the 
Rochester Public Library. In another year our ability to provide better 
facilities in which to grow and improve library services will no longer be a 
dream.

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REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PLANNING, 
DEVELOPMENT AND ZONING 
1994-1995 


FY 1994-1995, ending June 30, 1995, was an even busier development year 
than the previous one; 15% busier, according to the workload records of the 
Planning Department. There were some significant personnel changes in the 
department as well: Planner I Dennis Schafer became his own one-man Manage- 
ment Information Systems Department, and his replacement, Kim McGovern 
took leave to start her family. Planner I Brian McMaster was hired in November 
1994 to replace her. 


The following report highlights some of the major accomplishments for the fis- 
cal year. 


DIVISION OF LONG RANGE PLANNING 


The Long Range Planning Division concentrated its activities on master 
planning and addressing deficiencies in the City’s ordinances and regula- 
tions. 


MASTER PLANNING: The Planning Board updated the Master Plan to 
include a Vision Statement that described the City of Rochester in the 
year 2010. The Department also created a Master Plan Handbook, 
summarizing the goals and objectives of the Master Plan in a convenient 
format that could be easily copied and distributed to the public. 


CONSERVATION AND RECREATIONAL PLANNING: Data collec- 
tion continued on the conservation section of the Master Plan. The 
Conservation Commission, with the help of the Strafford Regional 
Planning Commission, was successful in obtaining an EPA grant to 
pursue GIS mapping of its wetlands inventory. This innovative mapping 
project was completed in late 1995. 


LONG RANGE PLANNING: Intensive work continued on the E-911 
system, which became operational during the fiscal year. Updating local 
addresses indexed to phone numbers continues. 


The Planning Board recommended, and the Council approved, changes to 
the Zoning Ordinance to streamline approvals. 


TRANSPORTATION PLANNING: The Department continued its work 
as part of the Seacoast Metropolitan Planning Organization (MPO) on the 
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region’s Transportation Improvement Plan (TIP). The department also 
continued its cooperative efforts with neighboring towns and the Strafford 
Regional Planning Commission (SRPC) on the transportation corridor 
study for Route 16. Two new studies were also begun by SRPC for Route 
125 and Route 11, with involvement by the City. 


APPLICATION PROCESSING: As noted earlier, this was another very 
busy development year, but despite the lengthy agendas, both the Plan- 
ning Board and the Planning Department worked very hard to ensure 
quality control of the approval process. Some major (and often controver- 
sial) development project reviews included the 125,000 sq. ft. Walmart 
retail store on Route 11, the new Walgreens pharmacy downtown, and 
additions to Frisbie Hospital.

COMMUNITY DEVELOPMENT 


Rochester receives Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) funds from 
the federal Department of Housing and Urban Development (HUD), which 
must be used for the following 2 purposes: to benefit the City’s low/moderate 
income persons, or to eliminate slums and blight. The City’s CDBG program 
is designed to accomplish these goals by performing a wide range of commu- 
nity development activities directed toward residential rehabilitation, economic 
development, neighborhood revitalization, removal of architectural barriers, 
support for public service agencies, and improvements to public facilities. 


In response to new federal regulations, the Community Development Division 
created a 5-year plan for its community development program. 


This so-called “Consolidated Plan” incorporates a multi-year Strategic plan 
that prioritizes community development needs, and a one-year Action Plan 
that spells out how those needs will be addressed in the coming fiscal year. 
The Action Plan must be updated every year. 
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Several homes owned by low income families benefited from energy improve- 
ments or handicapped access improvements during the year. The CDBG 
Program also provided loan assistance to a mobile home park co-op to connect 
33 failed septic tanks to the City’s sewer system. 


The City tries to improve the economic opportunities for its low-income 
residents by providing low-interest financial assistance to qualified businesses 
through its Job Opportunity Benefit Loan Program (JOB). A JOB Loan may 
be used to renovate or purchase property, and/or to purchase machinery or 
equipment, but must either create or retain jobs in the City. JOB loan repay- 
ments are recycled through the program so that funds can be loaned out again 
and again. One loan was made during FY 94-95 for $25,000. 


Community Development staff also continued to work with the City’s neigh- 
borhood coalitions. The Cold Spring Park Neighborhood Coalition created a 
pocket park on Lafayette Street during the year with CDBG funding, while the 
School Street School Neighborhood Coalition began planning for a second 
phase of CDBG-funded improvements to their neighborhood park. The Allen 
Street Neighborhood Coalition focused its energies on Woodman Park, and 
the Academy Street Coalition continued to meet to gather neighborhood input 
on proposed projects on their street. 


Assistance for families and individuals who are homeless, or at risk of 
becoming homeless, was provided by CDBG funding to various public service 
agencies. Some services these agencies provide include: emergency shelter, 
medical services, supportive housing and services for persons with AIDS, and 
support services for those impacted by domestic violence, sexual abuse, drug 
and alcohol abuse, or terminal illness. Federal regulations limit CDBG 
support for subrecipient social service agencies to 15% of the City’s grant 
amount, and funding requests exceeded that limit, requiring tough decisions 
by the City Council. In general, services provided to Rochester residents by 
these agencies far exceed the level of support provided by CDBG. 


Rochester also used its CDBG funds to help the City address requirements of 
the “Americans With Disability Act” (ADA). The Rochester Recreation 
Center and Police Station renovations were completed, and a major project 
was undertaken to provide handicapped access to the Public Library. Work 
continued on other municipal buildings and sidewalks. Community Develop- 
ment staff continue to provide technical assistance to ensure that the City 
provides access to its disabled residents. 
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Report of the Rochester Police Department 
1994-1995 


“The PRIME MISSION of the ROCHESTER POLICE DEPARTMENT is 
the protection of life and property. This is accomplished through fair and 
equal enforcement, always keeping in mind the rights and dignity of the 
public. The basis of all Police Action is the law and credibility of the Agency. 
The measure of our service will be judged by the Public in the way we deliver 
our service. We will hold all personnel to a high level of ethical practices. 

This mission can be achieved through crime prevention, public relations and 
community policing.” 


It shall be the duty of the Board of Police Commissioners authorized 
hereunder to appoint such police officers, constables and superior officers as it 
may, in it’s judgement deem necessary and to fix their compensation; and to 
make all rules and regulations for the government of the police force and to 
enforce same. 


The Rochester Police Commission’s current elected members include, 
Chairman Roger Beaudoin, Commissioner Ronald Lachapelle and 
Commissioner George Young. The Commission met as a board 14 times 
during this fiscal year and spent over 27 hours discussing matters relative to 
the Police Department and Public Safety of the City. 


The Rochester Police Department is the second largest Department in 
the City. Although very separate in their job functions, all of the members 
work together to produce a high level of service to the citizens. Our staff 
consists of sworn officers, including the Chief, Major, Captains and 
Lieutenants, Patrol Officers, some of whom are assigned to the Detective 
Bureau and a civilian support staff of Communications Specialists and 
Administrative personnel. 


The Department also has a Police Explorer Post, with a current 
member roster of 10, supported by 7 Police Advisors to the Post. This is a 
nationally recognized division of the Boy Scouts of America, whose purpose 
is to “explore” careers in law enforcement with young adults. The training 
they receive is quite similar to that of a new Police Officer. Upon completion 
of the training, they may be used for various functions such as traffic control, 
assistance at special outside details; such as spring fairs and demonstrations, 
assistance in the Communications Center and they may also participate in the 
Ride-Along Program. 


In fiscal year 94/95 there were 44,454 police information items entered 
by the Communications Center on the daily log. This does not include work 
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generated in the center from phone calls where citizens are requesting 
information about the City or pertinent laws. The Center is staffed 24 hours 
per day. 


Our fiscal year objectives as set by the City Manager and approved by 
the Police Commission were: 


> > Continue the Community Policing Effort. 


> > Continue interaction with customers through park and walk, 
school lunch, DARE and others. 


>> Ascertain and respond to customer service needs through surveys, 
individual and group meetings with local businesses, parent and school 
organizations and social clubs. 


For our schools, we continue to provide Officers for tours, speaking 
engagements and DARE. DARE is one of the most successful programs that 
we use to bring the message of self-esteem and the dangers of drugs into our 
elementary schools. This program has fostered wonderful relationships with 
our DARE instructors and the students. Students in our high school are 
involved as role models. We are certainly proud to offer this program in the 
City of Rochester. This year, Communications Specialist Laure McGurren 
helped to develop a program on emergency telephone use, which targets our 
grade school children. As a representative of the Department, she visited 
several schools to introduce this important educational program. 


To improve our customer service efforts, members of the support staff 
have a pilot program to open the customer service window for four hours each 
Saturday morning (excluding holiday weekends). They take turns each week 
and use compensatory time the following week, which saves the City paying 
out overtime dollars, but still improves our customer service. This will be 
evaluated at the end of a six week period for it’s effectiveness. 


We were able to expand bicycle patrol during the summer of 1995, 
through a program offered by an area business. This increased the number of 
bicycles available for the patrols. Our coalition programs are continuing very 
strongly as citizens address ways to improve the quality of life within their 
own neighborhoods. 


In other community policing efforts, we continue to work with the 
federal government on a grant to increase police oificers. 


There have been changes in our personnel over the past year. We 
introduced some new faces in the patrol division to fill vacant positions, 
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including Patrol Officer’s Anthony DeLuca, Kevin Gelinas, Jonathan Aubin 
and Marc Prescott. In our support staff division, we welcomed Ms. Roberta 
Young to the Records Bureau; and also welcome our very first volunteer, Ms. 
Mary-Elisabeth Proulx, who joined us in September of 1994. Assigned to 
assist with various duties in the support services division, she has proven her 
worth many times over in the past several months. A big thank you goes out 
to her. 


We have accomplished some promotions this year. Theodore Blair 
accepted promotion to the position of Chief of Police, Captain Daniel Auger 
was promoted to Major, Lieutenant David Dubois was promoted to Captain, 
Patrol Officer Jeffrey Taylor was promoted to Sergeant, Sergeant Paul Moore 
was promoted to Lieutenant and Officer Ronald Dossett was promoted to 
Sergeant. These promotions will allow us to continue building on that 
foundation for the future of the Rochester Police Department and will also 
further develop the law enforcement careers of these members. 


We also said goodbye to some veteran’s of the Department including; 
Lt. Robert Bridges, Account Clerk Cynthia Potts, Chief Donald Vittum and_ 
Det. Bonnie Voye. We certainly wish them the very best in future endeavors. 


In the upcoming months, the Department will be exploring a combined 
communications concept for dispatching of Police, Fire and Medical calls out 
of one central location. The Police Commission supports such a concept, but 
also stated that there are a lot of logistics to address. We are also addressing 
the need to upgrade our computers at the Department. We were provided with 
support in the Capital Improvements Program to meet this objective. There 
will be many hours of research put into this, but again, the end result will 
benefit our customers, the citizens of the City of Rochester. 


We are committed to offer the best service to the residents and visitors 
to the City and we can accomplish this through our community policing 
programs and input from our citizens.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC BUILDINGS DEPARTMENT 
1994-1995 


The responsibilities of the Public Buildings Department continue to be 
the repair and maintenance of assigned City buildings, as well as maintenance 
of lawns, parks and recreational facilities. Staff members include the 
Supervisor of Public Buildings, the Public Buildings Foreman, one full time 
maintenance person, six full time custodians, one part time maintenance 
person, and three temporary seasonal employees. 


Major accomplishments for the period include: construction of 20,000 
square feet of office space on the second floor of the Community Center to 
accommodate the new State of NH Department of Health & Human Services 
offices, renovation and enlargement of the Department of Public Works 
offices, replacement of the gymnasium lights at the Rochester Community 
Center, construction of a new evidence room at the Police Station, 
maintenance of the outdoor swimming pools, and flooding and maintenance of 
the outdoor skating rinks. 


The Department will continue, with the cooperation of the Mayor and 
City Council, to revitalize the City’s physical plants.

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Report of the Department of Recreation 
and Youth Services 
1994-1995 


The Department of Recreation and Youth Services is comprised of 
four programs: Recreation, Court Diversion, Youth Connection and Substance 
Abuse Prevention. The department is located in the Community Center 
Building on Wakefield St. in Rochester. 


The Recreation Program provides a diversified range of activities to 
meet the ever increasing needs of the community. 


The Court Diversion Program provides an option to the judicial 
system for selected Rochester youth who have committed criminal offenses. 


The Community Resources and Prevention Program supports and 
coordinates programs designed to prevent the abuse of alcohol and other 
drugs. This office also provides resources to the citizens of Rochester who are 
involved in neighborhood coalitions. 


The Rochester Youth Connection program “connects” mature, stable 
adults with youngsters ages 7 - 17 who need companionship and 
role-modeling. The program also provides interested youth with the opportu- 
nity to volunteer at selected work sites within the community which enables 
them to gain valuable work skills. The Rochester Rotary Club continues to 
sponsor this program which it has been doing since the program’s inception. 


These four programs work very closely with one another to provide 
the necessary support to the youth and adults involved. Our goal is to insure 
quality service in all areas. 


The full department offers a wide variety of programs for the young 
and old of the community. Due to the large number of volunteers involved at 
Recreation and Youth Services, the staff is able to expand on the services 
offered. 


Summer is a very busy time of year. Youth are taught to swim at the 
three outdoor pools. Four playground sites throughout the City are offered to 
children ages 7 - 12 on a daily basis. These fully supervised programs offer 
youth the opportunity to have fun at creative play with their peers in a well 
supervised setting. Tennis lessons are also offered to residents of all ages. 
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Rochester once again hosted the State Hershey Track and Field 
Program. Over 900 youth, ages 9 - 14, travel from over 40 different commu- 
nities to participate in this all day event. 


Throughout the year, the Recreation department offers a wide variety 
of basketball programs for all ages, with youth leagues in the winter, camps in 
the summer and open gym times for all ages. The department also offers a 
wide variety of other programs such as karate, dance, dog obedience, quilting 
classes, adult volleyball, adult walking club and special trips. 


The Department of Recreation and Youth Services continues to work 
closely with other city departments and local agencies. Serving the needs of 
the community and maintaining a high quality of services is our goal. 

I would like to thank the City Manager, the Mayor, the City Council, 
all of the various department heads and their personnel, the citizens of 
Rochester and the countless volunteers for showing their support and coopera- 
tion over the past year and in helping to make our city a healthy place to live.

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REPORT OF COMMUNITY RESOURCES & 
PREVENTION OFFICE 
1994- 1995 


The Office of Substance Abuse Prevention was established in 1989 to 
create, support and coordinate programs designed to prevent the abuse of 
alcohol and other drugs by the citizens of Rochester. Anne May is the coordi- 
nator of this program. During the fiscal year 91/92 this office became a part 
of the Department of Recreation and Youth Services. In 1995 this office 
received a name change from Office of Substance Abuse Prevention to 
Community Resources and Prevention. The new title more accurately reflects 
its broad functions in the City of Rochester. 


This office initiated and currently coordinates the activities of three 
(3) neighborhood coalitions, Cold Spring Park Neighborhood Coalition, the 
Academy Street Awareness Program, and the Allen School Neighborhood 
Coalition. In addition, technical assistance is provided to two (2) other 
coalitions, the School Street School Neighborhood Coalition and the Norway 
Plains Estates Neighborhood Coalition. These coalitions positively impact the 
lives of 1,700 households in the City of Rochester. 


Other projects include working with the Substance Abuse Prevention 
Task Force to coordinate Rochester Red Ribbon Week activities, a national 
program designed to increase awareness about chemical abuse and support 
healthy drug free lifestyles. This office also oversees the Cooperative Games 
Project which increases the protective factors and decreases the risk factors 
for substance abuse. In addition, resources and referral services are provided 
for Rochester residents. 


A grant for partial funding was secured through the Diversion of 
Children and Youth Services for the 1995 fiscal year. 
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REPORT OF THE ROCHESTER 
YOUTH CONNECTION 
1994 - 1995 


Rochester Youth Connection is in its ninth year of service to the 
community. The program experienced a change in coordinators in the fall. 
Rachael Legard left in October and Cyndi Paulin began in November. The 
volunteers and families were helpful and supportive during the transition. The 
program finished the year with 19 matches and 14 boys and 1 girl on the 
waiting list. Eleven new matches were made - 7 girls and 4 boys. Tradition- 
ally male volunteers have been more difficult to recruit and this year was no 
different. The volunteers provide much needed positive attention, friendship 
and new experience for the children. They reduce stress for families by 
helping to meet children’s needs. The volunteers contribute hundreds of hours 
to the program throughout the year. 


The program continues to offer group activities throughout the year. 
Activities included a hike, a Sea-Dogs game, a picnic, fishing, a visit to the 
Woodman Institute, the annual Christmas Party and a movie. The Dream 
Machine continues to offer free playing time a number of times throughout the 
year. The discount list of other area businesses who offer reduced rates to the 
program was updated. Activities for the volunteers included a pot-luck dinner, 
a workshop on sexual abuse presented by Sexual Assault Support Services and 
regular support meetings throughout the year. 


The Rotary Club again sponsored the Youth Volunteer portion of the 
program. 


Thirty-one middle school age youth were placed in 10 worksites in 
the community. They contributed approximately 1,000 hours of work to area 
businesses while learning valuable work skills such as team work and respon- 
sibility. Interviewing and other job-related skills are taught during regular 
meetings. 
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REPORT OF THE 
JUVENILE COURT DIVERSION PROGRAM 
1994-1995 


During the past fiscal year sixty six (66) youth were officially 
referred to Court Diversion. The majority of referrals, forty eight (48) came 
from the juvenile officer of the Rochester Police Dept. Sixteen (16) referrals 
were from the Rochester Middle School and two (2) were inter agency 
courtesy referrals. 


Offenses referred to Court Diversion were arson, burglary, criminal 
liability, criminal mischief, criminal trespass, false report, possession of stolen 
property, reckless conduct, resisting arrest/detention, shoplifting, simple 
assault, theft, weapons offense, and willful concealment. The highest numbers 
of referrals were for criminal mischief, theft and criminal trespass. 


Twenty one (21) referrals were eventually returned for court process- 
ing due to lack of parental response (9), failure to complete contract (4), youth 
chose court (4), parent refusal (2) and youth committed subsequent offense 


(2). 


This year approximately one third of the youth who participated in 
Diversion were female. The youths served ranged from ages 8 to 17, with the 
middle school years, ages 12 to 14, making up for more than half the refer- 
rals. 


Contracts completed represented five hundred ten (510) hours of 
community service work and three hundred sixteen dollars and fourteen cents 
($316.14) paid in restitution to victims. Community service sites were 
provided by the Fellowship Soup Kitchen, Rochester Daycare, The Salvation 
Army, Rochester Middle School, Rochester Public Library, Rochester Public 
Buildings Department, Cold Spring Park Neighborhood Coalition, Rochester 
Recreation Department, Spaulding High School Track Coaches, Gerry’s Food 
Pantry, Substance Abuse Prevention Task Force, Rochester Youth Soccer 
League and the Rochester Parent/Child Center. The individuals who provided 
support, supervision and encouragement to our youth make the community 
service aspect of Diversion a positive, learning experience. Our thanks to all 
of you. 


The three (3) volunteer contract committees continue to meet one 


evening each month to review cases and provide individual contracts for each 
youth. There are thirteen (13) committee members who have volunteered in 
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Diversion from one (1) to fourteen (14) years. Collectively, over 200 hours 
were volunteered. These volunteers are a dedicated group of people who are 
much appreciated and deserve many thanks. 


Shoplifter’s Anonymous and the Arson Prevention program continue 
to be offered as inclusive services. Also, several school meetings were 
arranged to teach youth about the law and their community. Mediation and 
Conflict Resolution skills were taught to several groups of teachers, in several 
schools, so that Conflict Resolution and/or Peer Mediation Programs could be 
instituted. 


The support of the Rochester Police Department, through its Juvenile 
Officer, and the cooperative relationship developed at the Rochester Middle 
School are gratefully acknowledged. 
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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS FOR SCHOOL YEAR 
1994-1995 


To the School Board and Citizens of Rochester: 


During the 1994-95 school year, the Rochester School Department placed a 
high priority on strengthening its ties with businesses in the community through 
consolidating the efforts of three committees: the Rochester Business/Education 
Partnership, the Career Paths Committee, and the Pathways to Success Partner- 
ship. 


The Business/Education Partnership includes representatives from the School 
Department and the Rochester Area Chamber of Commerce. It meets regularly 
to develop cooperative efforts between Spaulding High School and Rochester 
businesses. The main goal is to better prepare students for the world of work and 
to provide support for school programs that will contribute to these educational 
improvements. School to Work efforts in Rochester, initiated the Career Paths 
program, and conducted an exchange program that assigned Rochester teachers 
to shadow business leaders at their places of work and brought the business 
leaders into the classroom for a day. This “cultural exchange” was judged very 
successful by the participants and is scheduled for continuation in future years. 


The Career Track program was a one day event to introduce high school 
sophomores to different career paths. The event brought more than three hun- 
dred high school students into contact with practicing engineers, medical profes- 
sionals, accountants, manufacturers, executives, and individuals from many other 
fields. The students spent a half hour at each of seven areas, hearing about 
opportunities in the fields, learning about the day to day responsibilities, and 
asking questions to help them in their quest for career direction. The day was 
hailed both by students and presenters as a phenomenal success. 


The Pathways to Success Committee is working on changing the approach 
to some curriculum and instruction issues at the high school level. The idea 
behind this change is to provide better career preparation for all students, whether 
they are college bound, entering other post-secondary programs, or planning to 
move directly into the work force. This approach is based partly on teaching 
traditional subjects, such as math, reading, and English, with an emphasis on 
practical applications in the workplace and other real life situations. Another 
aspect of the Pathways approach may involve changes in the schedule of each 
school day, with each class meeting for longer periods each day, but for fewer 
days. Students would ultimately be in school just as long as they are now, but 
their work in each subject would be over a more concentrated period of time, 
permitting more intense study. 
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Other curriculum work in 1995 resulted in the development and adoption of 
language arts and writing curricula for all grade levels. This curriculum includes 
a continuation of the annual assessment of writing skills for students in grades 
three, six and ten. The curriculum is intended to be more in line with state and 
national standards and, most importantly, the needs of students whose adulthood 
will be in the twenty-first century when they will need new, and more diverse 
skills. 


One of the greatest challenges facing the School Department during 1995 
was to find solutions to concerns at Spaulding High School that led to probation- 
ary status in the New England Association of Schools and Colleges (NEASC), 
the accrediting agency for our region. Probationary status is not a loss of ac- 
creditation, but signals ongoing non-compliance with some of the important 
standards for educational excellence. In the case of Spaulding High School, 
NEASC cited a need for additional guidance counselors, improved availability 
of technology and other resources in the media center, and a need to improve 
community support for education. Numerous committees, composed of faculty, 
administration, School Board, parents, and students, are working to identify 
solutions to these citations and re-establish full, non-probationary accreditation. 
We anticipate that these issues will be corrected and that there will be no loss of 
accreditation. 


All districts in New Hampshire took part in the second year of a state assess- 
ment for third graders, and the first year for sixth and tenth graders. Rochester’s 
third graders showed a marked improvement on the state test, which measures 
performance against a set of standards defining what the students should be able 
to do. Results are reported at four levels: Novice, Basic, Proficient, and Ad- 
vanced. Novice performance indicates the most basic level of understanding and 
indicates a need to strengthen the student’s skills in the area being tested. Basic 
performance indicates that the student may grasp the fundamental concepts, but 
needs more understanding and facility to meet the standards that are desired for 
his or her grade level. Proficient indicates a more advanced understanding and a 
solid basis for applying the knowledge that has been learned. Attainment of 
Advanced status indicates that a child has gone above and beyond what would 
normally be expected of students in his or her grade level. It is unlikely that this 
level will ever be achieved by any but the most advanced students. 


A comparison of scores for the first two years of the assessment is shown in 
Tables 1 and 2. Improvement is expected in the second year of any test because 
students and teachers are more used to the test, less nervous, and better prepared 
for the testing situation. However, we believe that much of the improvement in 
Rochester scores can be attributed to changes made to our curriculum and in- 
struction. These changes were made as a result of analyzing the previous year’s 
scores and fitting our programs more closely to the state’s curriculum frame- 
works in these areas. Thus, we anticipate that improvements in future years will 
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be somewhat less dramatic than they were in 1995, although we expect to see 
continued improvement in future years as we strengthen our instructional pro- 
gram.

In addition to academic improvements, the district engaged in development 
of a more extensive safety plan. This was undertaken in response to increased 
violence in schools throughout the United States. Among other things, the plan 
requires police background checks for all new employees and volunteers, re- 
duces the number of doors where the public can enter the schools to improve 
control of access to the buildings, and establishes standard procedures for deal- 
ing with potentially dangerous situations. The District has worked hard to bal- 
ance the need for improved security with a desire to avoid the “prison” atmo- 
sphere that has taken over school buildings in some of our nation’s largest cities. 


The most ambitious non-academic program the School Department con- 
ducted during 1995 was an extensive equipment upgrade for energy conserva- 
tion. This project involved replacement of all light fixtures throughout the dis- 
trict, upgrading heating controls, improving fire alarm systems, replacement of 
one boiler, installation of new windows in Chamberlain and McClelland Schools, 
and numerous other measures to reduce the cost of energy to the district. One 
hundred percent of the cost of these upgrades will be covered by the savings, 
with the majority of cost reduction coming from more efficient lighting and 
climate control. The School Department worked closely with Honeywell Corpo- 
ration, in making the improvements. Honeywell has provided a guarantee that, 
if the savings are not sufficient to cover the cost of the upgrades, the company 
will write a check to the School Department for the difference. 


A second purpose for the project is to improve the climate in the buildings. 
This year, we have had some problems with low temperatures in the buildings as 
we have tried to correct problems in our heating systems resulting mostly from 
old age. In past years, these problems have been overcome simply by turning up 
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the heat because we had no full-time heating and ventilation specialist on staff. 
This year, Honeywell and district personnel have spent many days tracking 
down the real causes of the problems and correcting them, one by one, so that 
we can maintain the proper temperature without increasing energy costs as much 
as in past years. 


To date, although the climate control problems have not been resolved, the 


energy reduction portion of the project is on target, with cost savings that are 
even greater than anticipated.

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REPORT OF THE TAX COLLECTORS DEPARTMENT 
1994-1995 


The Tax Collectors Department has numerous responsibilities that go 
on throughout the year. The collection of Taxes is always an ongoing task. Tax 
Liens are released twice a month and sent to the Register of Deeds for verifica- 
tion. The notification on all properties going to Tax Deed, is also sent out and 
researched, according to all laws that are mandated by the State. 


The Water Bills for the City are still collected quarterly. We are now 
collecting on approximately 24,000 bills a year, which are processed through 
the Tax Collectors Office. 


Since our new computer system for Car Registrations and Titles for 
Vehicles was installed in 1992, we have collected $92, 755.80 in fees for the 
City. This is the figure, as of June 30, 1995. By becoming a Municipal Agent 
in November of 1992, this has allowed us to collect a fee of $2.50 per 
registration, resulting in the collection of that sum. This has been good for the 
customers as well as the City. They do have the option of going to the State or 
doing everything at City Hall. The majority of people are doing it all at the 
City which saves them a trip to the State. This is especially good for the 
Elderly and the Disabled. 


We have had a new computer installed recently, an IBM PC Compat- 
ible 80486 DX266, which is capable of communicating with the Network and 
system 36 mini-computer. This should allow us to do more and give better 
service to the customers.

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REPORT OF THE WELFARE DEPARTMENT 
1994-1995 


The City budgeted $190,000.00 for direct assistance in 1994-1995. 
Again this fiscal year the high demand we had been seeing for direct 
assistance dropped. 


The Welfare Department also received grants from McKinney funds 
for the year in the amount of $6,000.00. This was spent on security deposits 
mortgage payments back rent to stop evictions as well an payments for 
back-due utilities. 


The Welfare Department provided direct assistance during this period 
to 162 single persons and 141 families for a total of 303 cases. The average 
length of assistance per case was 37.37 days. 117 cases were one-time only 
assistance. Emergency temporary assistance was offered with every effort 
being made to assist recipients in reaching the goal of becoming independent 
of City assistance as soon as possible. Guidance was offered in doing job 
searches, locating housing budgeting money and applying for assistance from 
other agencies where appropriate. 


All welfare recipients unless excused because of disabilities or the need 
to care for small children are required to work on the City Work Program. A 
total of 2,251.5 hours were worked off representing $11,257.25 of assistance. 
$2,816.00 was received in reimbursements. 


Expenditures for direct assistance for families were as follows:
